G. S. R. 691(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with 
sub-section (i) of section 132 of the Major Ports Act, 
1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby 
approves the Bombay Port Trust Employees Housing 
Lotn Amendment, Regulations, 1994 made by the 
Board of Trustees for the Port of Bombay and set 
out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2, The said regulations shall come into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the 
official Gazette 


Bombay Port Trust Employees Housing Loan, 
Regulation. 

In exercise of the Powers conferred by Clause (3) 
of Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 
the Board of Trustees of the Port of Bombay with the 
approval of the Central Government as required by 
sub-section (1) of Section 124 of the said Act hereby 
makes the following regulations, further to amend the 
Bombay Port Trust Employees Housing Loan Regu¬ 
lations namely 


1. Short title and commencement. 

(i) These regulations may be called the Bombay 
Port Trust Employees Housing Loan 
Amendment Regulations, 1994. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of 
publication of the sanction thereto of the 
Central Government in the Official Gazette. 

1. In the Bombay Port Trust Employees Housing 
Loan, Regulations :— 

(1) In regulation 4 after sub-regulation (d) the 
following may be added as sub-regulation (e). 

4(e) Employees acquiring houses|flats in Greater 
Bombay and at places upto Dahisar on 
Western Railway, upto Vashi-New Bombay 
and upto Thane will be liable to vacate 
Port Trust quarters, if any, allotted to them 
upon acquisition of such house of Hat. In 
cases of employees who have acquired 
houses of flats under these Regulations prior 
to the date to this amendment in the ex¬ 
tended areas now covered by these Regu¬ 
lations, such employees will be required to 
vacate and hand over the Bombay Port 
Trust, the quarters occupied by them within 
a peritd of six months from the date of 
amendment coming into force or at the end 
of academic year. Provided that such em¬ 
ployees shall have quarters subject to the 
Bombay Port Trust quarters subject to the 
employee surrendering his house or flat ac¬ 
quired with housing loan under these Regu¬ 
lations, to the Port Trust till such time and 
on such terms and conditions as may be 
approved by the Board of Trustees from 
time to time and within three months from 
the dlte of intimation in this regard lum 
the Bombay Port Trust. Further, employees 
who have acquired a house or fiat beyond 
the limits mentioned above can also exercise 
similar option subject to same terms and 
conditions as mentioned. 
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
